or HAIL PREVENTOR 


ae 8 
(From Dry-Fatming for September.) 
The Paragrele, or Hail Pieven- 

ter, an invention of Gen. DeNeg- 

rier and Count De Reauchamp, 
two French land owners, is at- 
tracting the attention of the whole 
scientific world just now. The 
municipalities of St. Julien I’ Ars, 

Chauvigny Paizay-le-Sec, and St. 

Sauvin, have erected stations and 

with good results, i. e., no serious 

damage has been done to crops. 

These stations are about six miles 

apart, and for two years they 

have formed a very effectual e- 

lectual barrier. 

After each storm the report by 
the mayor or other authority has 
been ‘‘no damage.’’ No hail is 
found within the protected area, 
and hail stones which may have 
been formed at some distance be- 
yond the barrier melt at once when 
driven to the protected area by 
the wind and do not the slightest

damage. The inventors have 
given the name of ‘‘Electrical 


Niagara” to this apparatus, and as 
Niagara Paragrele it has become 
widely known on the European 
continent, A permanent com- 
mission has been established at 
Paris for promoting and examin- 
ing this undertaking. Prof. Violle 
of the Paris Scientific Academie 
has published a favorable report 
on the working of the system in 
the valle of the Vienne, where 
the stations mentioned are !locat- 
ed. 
The apparatus is very much 
like a lighting conductor and | 
consists of a terminal to top the | 
clouds of electricity, usually made | 
of pure copper, but any good con- 
ductor will do. It is usually made | 
in an ornamantal form, such as 
an aloe, and has a removable

The pay of a midshipman is $600 per 
year, and this begins on the day of 
his admission to the academy. He at 
once spends $220.64 for clothing, bed 
ding and other equipments, somo of 
which ere as follows: A rug for 70, 
cents, a hair pillow for 75 cents, «ix 
pillowcases for 72 cents and aix| 
sheets for $4.20. Bo it can be seen that 
bis apartments will not be luxurious 
He must deposit §60 when be enters, | 
and this will be credited on the books 
of the pay officer to be expended by | 
the direction of the superintendent in 
the purchase of textbooks, ete. 

When he has been fully entered as a. 
midshipman it is the alm of the officers 
in charge to educate the young man to 
become a competent naval officer—to 
become a master of the art of maritime 
warfare, to be a gentieman as well as 
an officer and to hold honor and duty 
to country parnmount to everything 
else. ‘he neatness in dress of the offi. 
cer of the United States navy is pro 
verbial, and only those who come In 
close contact with him can appreciate 
the change four years at the Nuval 
academy can make in the babits, dress 
and manners of a young map, \o say 
nothing of the excellent education he 
recelves. 

The midshipman has few luxuries at 
the academy. His room is furnished in 
the simplest style. An iron bed, a book- 
case, a cupboard, a washstand, a study 
table and a chair go to make up the 
furnishings.

"Lt bas been 
like an afternoon at school with con 
genial lessons,” replied Mantel “How 
do you do it?’ How do you mannge ef 
fects? How do you get such atmos 
phere, sucb a realization of tbe glory 
of the tragedy, with such little effort?

“There Is—indeed, there {s,” answered 
Irving; “simple, too—only three things 
to remember. The first ts silence and 
plenty of it behind the scenes, so that 
the actor may be at ease, with notb 
ing to distract when striving for his 
shadings.

BRUSHED THE LAW ASIDE. 


The Way Witches Were Tried In 
Massachusetts In 1692. 

When the witchcraft delusion of 1692 
selzed the province of Massachnsetts 
the people would not walt for the 
workings of the established tribunal of 
justice. It was too slow to sult them 
So they cried out for a special court to 
bustle along the trial of witches, and 
Governor Phipps meekly ylelded to the 
clamor and named seven judges to con: 
duct the trials, 

It was distinctly a popular court 
and was controlled absolutely by the 
popular will, Not a single one of the 
seven judges was a lawyer. Two of 
the judges were clergymen, two were 
phystclins, and three were merchants 
@he common Jaw was thrown aside, 
rules of evidence were ignored, and the 
judges and juries were left untram- 
meled by any “quibbles of the law” to 
follow their own feelings and the pop 
ular will. 

Says Wasbburn in bis 
tory of Massachusetts:” ‘Tbe trials 
were but a form of executing popular 
vengeance. Juries were intimidated 
by the frowns and persuasions of the 
court and by the outbreakings of the 
multitude that crowded the place of 
trial to render verdicts against thelr 
own consciences and judgwent.” He 
cites one case, that of Rebecca Nurse 
In which the jury actually had the 
courage to bring in a verdict of not 
guilty, whereupon “the accusers rais 
ed a great outcry and the Judges were 
overcome by the clamor.” ‘The jury 
was sent back, returned with a verdict 
of guilty, and the woman was accord: 
ingly executed.—Boston Heraid,

MORTGAGES ON LAND. 
Why It te Essential That They Should 
Be Recorded. 

As the value of ind to the owner 
Increases 80 does the security of mort: 
Gage tovestments given on that land 
increase. A mortgage may be consid 
ered as a deed of the land which re- 
vests the title iv the original owner or 
his successor on the paying off of the 
mortgage or the bond or note which 

the mortgage secures, 

Mortgages are recorded in public 
offices, called registers, recorders or 
county clerks’ offices, in much the same 
way that deeds are, so that any one 
buying the land is bound to take no- 
tice of them, and the land is bound by 
them, no matter to whom the land Is 
conveyed, and no one bas a right to 
say that he bought the land not know- 
ing that a mortgage was on it, for he 
ie presumed by law to know such— 
facts, as a search of the title in these — 
public offices would reveal. 

If, however, the holder of the mort- 
gage does not cause the mortgage to) 
be recorded then any innocent pur- 
chaser of the land can take it clear of 
the Hen of the mortgage. 

In no particular bas the law of this 
country gone further than In the effort 
to secure the title of the landowner 
and the security of the mortgage hold- 
er, and no investments are more high- 
ly regarded by the conservative bust- 
ness man than those founded on the— 
imperishable surface of the earth.— 
Christian Herald. 


UMBRELLA HANDLES. 


In France They Shape Them as They 
Grow In Nurseries. 

Most of the handles of canes, alpen- 
stocks, parasols and umbrellas used in 
France are grown in nurseries. Ash, 
maple, ouk, chestnut and other woods 
are used. In the early part of the first 
year after planting the young trees 
@re cut neur the ground to bring about 
the formation of numerous sprouts. 
The lower branches are removed, and 
only a plume of leaves is left. 

Early in the spring the sprouts are 
subjected to a surgical operation. 
Their bark ts cut, and the wood its 
carved in different designs, which are 
swollen by the sup and grow in high 
relief as the tree develops. Special in- 
struments are used for the cutting and 
designing. ‘Thus carved, the sprouts 
grow for three years 

At the end of the third year the for- 
est of umbrella handles is cut, and the 
cuts are dried in the sun and then giv- 
en a vapor bath, after which they are 
put into the hands of skilled workmen, 
who peel them with one quick move 
ment. 

When skinned the peelers cut them 
to the required lengths and send them 
to the umbrella maker, who varnishes 
them. If the shape desired is a ring 
or other open form a ring or oval or 
square is grafted to the aatural stalk, 
bound closely, and left to grow into 
place.— Harper's.

Tragic and Romantic Episodes In 
Its Historic Career. 


DEADLY BATTLE WITH A MOB. 


The Bloody Climax to the Attempted 
Raid by the Lord Gorden Rieters—A 
Financial Coup That Was Spoiled by 
the Duchess of Marlborough, 


No other banking institution has so 
Tomantic a history as that pertaining 
to the Bank of England, the “Old Lady 
| of Threadneedle Street.” 

One of the bloody episodes tn the his 
tory of the bunk is that embraced to 
the story of Churles Walter Godfrey, 
one of its early partners in the bank 
It appears that Godfrey while crossing 
the channel in the midst of a terrific 
storm and laden with £60,000 tn drafts 
for the ald of King William, who was 
just then besieging Namur against the 
forces of Louls XIV., insisted upon his 
right to deliver the warrant for the 
money Into the hands of the king, then 
in the trenches under bot fire. As be 
handed the document to the king, say- 
ing, iu respouse to William's growl of 
remonstrance, “Am |, then, more ex- 
posed to danger than your majesty?” 
@ cannon ball swept away his bead, 

Not so very muny years ago there 
stood over the massive fireplace in the 
directors’ room of the bank three rusty 
specimens of the old “Brown Bess,” to- 
gether with a number of roughly 
shaped bullets.

bodied a picture of the November night 
in 1780 when the mob of Gordon riot-
